Leaf  Holdings  Show  Slight  Increase 
Over  Last  January  1 

Stocks  of  all  types  i/of  leaf  tobacco  owned  "by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in 

the  United  States  arid  Puerto  Rico  totaled  2,635,175,000  pounds  on  January  1, 

191+5/^   This  is  29,81^,000  pounds,  or  alDout  1  percent  higher  than  stocks 

reported  on  the  same  date  .last  year,  when  the  2, 605,  361,000  pounds  in  dealers' 

and  manufacturers'  hands  represented  the  lowest  January  1  holdings  since  1939, 

Stocks  of  cigarette  leaf  tobacco  showed  a  2  percent  increase  over  holdings  of 

a  year  ago,  hut  the  totals  of  dark  types  and  cigar-leaf  stocks  were  lower  than 

last  January  1  by  2  and  3  percent  respectively, 

»■ 
The  I9UU  crop  was  estimated,  as  of  December  1,  at  1,835»^  million  pounds,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  over  1,250  million  pounds  had  been  sold,  of  which 
nearly  7^0  million  entered  stocks  during  the  October  -  December  quarter. 

Stocks  in  the  hands  of  dealers  were  reported  as  279,00'+, 000  pounds  on  January 
1,  19^5>  about  10,6  percent  of  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the  quarter. 
This  tobacco  may  include  some  which  is  earmarked  for  sale  to  domestic  manu— 
fact"urers  or  for  export.   Manufacturers'  stocks  were  reported  as  2,35^»171»000 
pounds  -  89.^  percent  of  the  total.
